
LO>'(i SHOTS AT HAWTHORNE. 

Seven races and the defeat of seven favorites 
was the record at Hawthorne yesterday, and it 
is safe to say that t tie 6,000 spectators left a ton 
of money with the bookmakers. From rough 
figuring, a two-dollar parle would have netted 
228,569,216. The lowest price against any win- 
ner was 7 to 1 and one 30 to 1 chance won. Fol- 
lowing is a list of the winning horses and their 
post prices: Maldonado, 10 to 1; Rival 

Dare, 10 to 1: .Jiminez, 7 to 1: Louis- 
ville, 8 to 1; Bill Garrett, 30 to 1 ; Castake, 

7 to 1, and Hard Knot, 8 to 1. The public 

tried all sorts of combinations endeavoring to 
pick a winner such as backing jockeys, sticking 
a pin through a program and playing numbers. 
The latter system would have been a grand one 
had the person trying it taking the number five, 
the winner of the first race as a key and backed 
horses number five on the program all the way 
through, as four number fives scored ; namely, 
Maldonado, 10 to 1 ; Jiminez, 7 to 1 ; Louisville, 

8 to 1. and Bill Garrett, 30 to 1. 

Such a thing as an average knowledge of 
form has to be thrown away when the horses 
run as they did yesterday at Hawthorne, and 
when Hard Knot awoke and romped a mile in 
1 :40 flat, it did not seem to be any great surprise. 
Never before in any of Hard Knot’s races around 
Chicago has he shown the speed that he did in 
the seventh event yesterday, and when plunger 
Steve L’Hommedieu went around the ring 
betting large chunks of money on Hard Knot, 
observers thought he was insane, but after the 
race he did not prove to be so insane as some 
people thought he was. Hard Knot bad Mint 
Sauce and John Baker to beat and he turned 
the trick with all ease. 

When such obscure jockeys as Alexander,.!. 
Cook and Herting win races it is pretty soft 
picking for the bookmakers, as a majority of 
race-track patrons like to know something 
about the jockey that is up on the horse they 
pick before they care to risk their money. A 
good example of this was seen in the second 
race. Rival Dare figured to have a good 
chance, but when J. Cook was posted to ride 
the speculators would not stand for her and she 
went to the post at lOto 1. Cook’s exhibition was 
a burlesque. He sat straight up in his saddle 
and pulled the filly for all he was worth, but de- 
spite this handicap she won, and the “1 told 
you sos” were very busy. 

Out of the fifth race came a smashing good 
finish. Bill Garrett. San Yenado. Leando and 
Inverary II. flashing past the wire on about 
equal terms. San Venado was a heavily backed 
favorite and could not have lost had Winkfield 
gone on about his business in the stretch in- 
stead of trying to draw the finish fine. Such 
jockeys as Winkfield, who happen to have a 
lucky streak and ride a few winners, should be 
satisfied to win off as far as they can, and by so 
doing their prestige would last much longer. 
Bill Garrett beat San Venado by an eyelash, and 
after the race Winkfield was not very popular. 

Jiminez is certainly a colt of good class, and 
when he came jogging home in front of Money 
M uss in the third race he was given a royal re- 
ception. He picked up 120 pounds and stepped 
the five furlongs in’l :01 flat, which is no mean 
performance. 

It is more than likely that Pirate J. would 
have saved the talent from being “skunked” 
had Pirate J. been ridden by a better jockey. 
Herting had the mount, and he wasted much 
time in looking over his shoulder in the stretch 
instead of coming right on about h's business, 
and the consequence was Louisville, well rid- 
den by Kiley, beat him to the wire. 

After bad rides had beaten two favorites 
Starter Holtmau took a hand in the slaughter 
himself and all but left the betting choice, Sam 
McKeever, at the post in the sixth race. Cas- 
take won this from end to end. 



HARLEM NEXT WEEK. 

Programs for the first week of Harlem’s sum- 
mer meeting were issued yesterday by Secretary 
Nathanson, and were eagerly sought for by 
horsemen. The book provides for thirty-six 
races, three of which are stake events. There 
is a diversity of contests arranged for in the 
program, which is highly pleasing to horse 
owners, and which should prove gratifying to 
racegoers. Contests for horses of all ages are 
features of the book. Sprint and distance 
races are about equally divided, and arrange- 
ments have been made for a steeplechase race 
on Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays during 
the life of Harlem’s summer meeting. 

From a spectator’s standpoint Secretary Na- 
thanson ha; been liberal in carding three races 
at one mile and over each day. Thirteen selling 
events are in the program, and in the new book 
the Harlem Jockey Club has raised its entrance 
fee in most of the selling races to the sum of 
$20. By increasing the entrance fee Mr. Na- 
thanson says that it will have a tendency to re- 
duce the large fields of starters. 

Harlem’s first week provides for a distribu- 
tion of $25,000 in purses. $2,100 of which is for 
stake races, and, incidentally, the added money 
in the stake events will be liberally increased, 
as each closed with a large number of nomina- 
tions. 

During the first week of Harlem's summer 
meeting the following stakes will be decided : 
The Riverside Stakes, Tuesday, August 7 ; The 
Petite Stakes. Thursday, August 9, and the 
Fort Dearborn Stakes, Saturday, August 11. 

THE BRIGHTON CD I*. 

There is promise of a truly great race at 
Brighton Beach next Saturday, concerning 
which the New York Sun of Monday says: 

“The cup event is framed with the idea of 
bringing out the speed and endurance of the 
ideal thoroughbred, but it is such a severe test 
that since it was founded in 1897 the accept- 
ances have never exceeded three. Still the race 
has made history and earned widespread favor 
among the sporting public. 

“When The Friar scored his sensational vic- 
tory over Sunny Slope and Ben Brush in 1897 he 
got home in 3:561 and netted $3,300 for his own- 
ers. The race of 1898 was only a romp for Ham- 
burg. whose only opponents were his sprinting 
stable mate. Ogden, and the second rater How- 
ard Mann. Hamburg’s reward was $5,300. Ban- 
gle achieved the double honor last year of win- 
ning the event from Don d’Oro and Latson 
and reducing the track record to3:56? 5 . His 
rake-off was $5,675. 

“Next Saturday’s race promises to come much 
closer to the ideal aimed at by the promoters, 
as ten of the best stayers in training are en- 
gaged, with a possibility of the majority ac- 
cepting. Under the scale conditions governing 
the race, John Bright will have to shoulder 
the top weight of 125 pounds, but his people 
profess the greatest confidence in his ability to 
do this and win. Ethelbert., Kinley Mack, 
Prince McClurg and Rafaello, ridden respect- 
ively by Maher. McCue, Van Kuren and Jenk- 
ins, are grouped at 124 pounds. The three-year- 
old standard is 109 pounds, at which weight 
Sidney Lucas, Kilmarnock and Prince of Mel- 
bourne should be dangerous factors. Sid- 
ney Lucas will arrive from Chicago to- 
day, and Jockey Bullman, who preceded 
him, says he is the best horse in training, east 
or west. Green Morris is of the same opinion. 
Kilmarnock’s preparation at Saratoga has 
satisfied his shrewd trainer. John E. Madden, 
and Turner will ride. Francis D. Beard threw 
away a race last Saturday rather than cake any 
risks with Prince of Melbourne, whom he 
regards as a sure winner. Spencer is booked to 
ride the Bramble colt. Standing will not start, 

' and it is hardly possible that. Charley Bross- 
1 man will send Imp to the post. The original 
entry for the event was so large that the value 
to the winner this time will be close to $10,000, 
while there is practically no limit to the pres- 
tige of a victory in such a field.”
